D bad not manifeſted their conſtant good affections, being P2op2ietozs of lands in lrcland; oz that have 
at any time lince the One and twentyeth of October 1641 been in Arms and Yollility againft the 


» Common-wealth of England, their Armies and Fozces ; oz have acted, ayded oz alliſted in the late 
) bloudy Rebellion in Ireland, at oz befoze the One and twentpeth ol October 1642, ſhould transplant 
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1 themſelves out of the P2ovinces of Leialter, Munſter and Uiſtec into the Pꝛovince of Connaught and 
County of Clare, together with their Wives, Childzen and Families, at oz befoze the firſt day of March laff paſt. 


And whereas the ſaid Loꝛd Deputy and Council did (by their ſaid Declaration) authozize and ſtrictly command and 
require the Governo:s, Officers and Souldiers under their reſpective Commands, within the ſeveral Pꝛecincts, to 
make diligent enquiry after, and to appꝛehend and cauſe to be appzehended all perſons required by the laid Declara⸗ 
tion to transplant themſeives into Connaught and County of Claic, as afozeſaid, that had neglected ſo to do; and them 
to commit to Pꝛiſon to be tryed foꝛ their offences , accoꝛding to Martial Law, as bythe ſaid Declaration moze particu⸗ 
larly appears. And whereas Jam infozmed that (notwithſtanding the ſaid 1 ſeveral Officers and Donldiers 
have not onely neglected to make ſtrict enquiry after , and to appzehend ſuch Offenders ; but have likewiſe entertained 
as Tenants and Servants under them ſeveral of the perſons by the ſaid Declaration required, as afozelaid, to trans- 
plant themlelves and Families; to the great dishonoz and bzeach of the diſcipline of the Army , and hinderance 
of the Planting of 1:cland with Engliſh Pꝛoteſtants : J do therefoze (by and with the advice of the Council) hereby Oꝛder 
and Declare, That if any Officer 02 Souldierunder my Command ſhallhimſelf offend againſt the ſaid Declaration of the 
30 of November 165 4, by neglect ef his duty in making ſtrict ſearch foz ſuch perſons as by the ſaid Declaration are to 
transplant themſelves into the Pzovince of Connaught and County of Clare, and appzehending oz cauling to be appꝛe⸗ 
hended, committing 92 cauſing them to be committed untill they are tryedfo2 their Offences by Martial Law; oꝛ byenter- 
taining (as tenants upon his oꝛ their reſpective lands, oꝛ otherwiſe as Servants under him oz them) any of the transplan= 


table perſons as afozeſatd : That he oꝛ they ſhall be pꝛoceeded againſt at a Court⸗Martial, as perſons doing their duties 
negligently; and ſhall be puniſhed accoꝛding to the Article of war in that calepzovided, and the demerit of ſuch their neg⸗ 


lect. And the Advocate General of the Army is hereby ſtrictly charged to take notice of this Ozder and Declaration, and 
to pꝛoceed againſt all Officers oꝛ Souldiers offending againſt it accoꝛding to the ſaid Article of War. = 
Pꝛovided, That this ſhall not extend to ſuch Officers oz Souldiers, as unwillingly, and after diligent enquiry whether 


the Tenant oꝛ Servant they had, oz (ſince the afozeſaid Declaration of the 30 of November) have entertained, were with- - 


in the Rules of Transplantation; could not find them compꝛehended within them: Noz to thole who Have entertained 
ſuch perſons by any Oꝛder derived rom the Loꝛd Deputy and Council.
